This, if not o libel, is unfair to 
Smith to the extent of its suggestio 
folsi, which will be aa sweeping as the 
imaginations of its reacere. Do not 
forget, that the purpose of logic is to 
reverse this process—that is, for logical 
men to take all assertions in practical 
life, and to test them by seducing 
them to the A. B.C. formula. For 
instance, itis written thar Brown slew 
a defenceless creature, tae circumeat- 
ances being given. The logician will 
classify those c'reumstances and dub 
them A, B.C, and by repeating our 
firat. formula find it demonstrated that 
the assertion about Brown is true. 
In A. B.C. it will Jook all right, and

MOTORING 1 MATTERS. 


AN INTERESTING SPEECH. 


— 
BY AUTOMOBILE ASSOOLATION 
* PRESIDENT. 


— 


Mattara of interost to thé Colony’s 
“motorista wera digoussed by the Hon.. 
Mr. 0.. Mol. Messer, retiring President 
of the Hongkong Automobile Assovia- 
tion, in the course of his speech at 
the asaociation’s fourth annual meet- 
ing, held-in the Club room, Hongkong 
Club annexe yesterday aftemoon. Be- 
tween twenty and thirty members 
were present. 

In: opening . the proceadings the 
Hon. Mr. Messer said :—"Gentlemen, 
—Before proceeding with further}, 
business J think it fitting to mention 
that during the last fews days the 
Colony has learnt with deep regret the 
sad news of the death of our late 
Governor, Sir Henry May, I am sure 
all members have the greatest 
sympathy with Lady May and ber 
daughtera in their bereavement. Bir 
Henry May wea early to recognise the 
important place that the motor 
vehicle would take in the social and 
business life of this'Colony and it is 
greatly due to his foresight that we 
possess the fine motor roads which 
have opened up, for both resident ard 
tonrist, the beautiful scenery of this 
Island and the New Territories, 

Continuing, the Chairman remarked 
that the membership of 234 was not 
as large as one could wish. All per- 
sons interested in motoring should - 
join as the Association would be more- 
influent'a! the greater its membership. 
Special credit was due to Mr. 
Bevington, the hon. secretary, for 
the energy he had displayed and the ; 
time he had given to the duties of the 
office. It was due to him that the 
first Year Book of the Clab was 
published. ‘Thanks wore also due to 
Mr, Lambert for his concise 
memorandum on the “ Iils of care and 
their remedies.” It was to be hoped 
that the Year Book would be the 
forerunner of manv others, 

In August, a Club Room was open- 
ed as a meeting place and reading 
room for members. He regretted 
that the use made of it had been dis- 
appointing and it was for the new 
Committee to decide if the room 
should be kept on or closed. No 
solution had yet been reached with 
regard to a central garage ; the high 
cost and scarcity of euitable sites 
were very great obstacles. 

PROBLEM OF THE CHAUFFEUR. 

The chauffeur question had gain 
been prominent: 's.special meeting 
had considered 'the-question out with- 
out much result, It‘was very doubt‘al 
if sufficiently close co-operation could 
bo obtained among members to make 
them willing to suffer the persobal in- 
convenience that might be necessary 
to bring about a reduction of wages.. 
It'--waa considered best to leave this 
question to the operation of the law 
ofsupply and demand. Mr. 
McPherson, of the "Y.MLC.A. was 
approached as to inaugurating a 
training school for drivers. 
He hed taken grest pains in the 
matter but owing to other considera- 
tions was unable to meet the 
Association’s views. The supply of 
drivers seemed now to be more equal 
to .the demand, and wages showed 
little signs of increase,—in some cases 
quite the reverse. The sale of ex 
plosive cracker bomba, referred to by 
the Presideut at the Isat annual 
menting, had now been prohibited by 


law. 


TO PREVENT ACOWDENTS. 


During the year there had been, un-
